Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 13-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiners statement of reasons for allowance: Ogata 
et al. (U.S. Pat. 4,463,01 1) is the closest prior art to the claimed compound since

There 
is no teaching or suggestion to have the instant radical R as Ci-i2alkyl or C3-12 
alkenyl or for instant formula (II) n = 6-12. There is no teaching or suggestion to 
have the instant Ri methyl or the instant R as n-butyl, n-nonyl, n-dodecyl or allyl 
or n=8. There is no teaching or suggestion to combine the compound with an 
epoxy resin or to use the compound as a curing agent since the compound of 
Ogata et al. is an antimycotic drug or agricultural fungicide.
